CANNOT ISSUE MORE STOCK 


Merger of F’ublic Service Companies 
forbidden in New York. 


Albany, N. Y., Nov. ll . —T he New 
York state public service commission 
In the Second district has made pub­ 
lic a decision which sets forth its a t ­ 
titude toward competition in public 
service facilities within a city and to­ 
ward what it regards as a ttem p ts to 
evade Hie prohibition by the new pub 
lie service commissions law of Infla­ 
tion or “ watering” of securities in the 
m erger of public service corporations. 
T h e decision is In the m atter of the 
proposed purchase by a new corpora­ 
tion (if the Lockport Light, Heat and 
Power company, of the Ixickjiort Gas 
and Fleetric company and the E con­ 
omy Light, Fuel and Power company 
of I ockport. 
The decision forbids the 
company to issue securities for a cap- , 
itali/ation above $700,000, equivalent j 
to the total issues of the two old com ­ 
panies. 
The now company desired to 
issue stocks and bonds to a total of 
$1,200,000. 
The decision says that the case in 
question is neither consolidation nor 
a merger, but the purchase by a new ­ 
ly formed corporation of the property 
and 
franchises of the tw'o existing 
companies and th a t in tills respect 
it is within the law. 
It is decided, 
however, that the raising of rates ovet 
those at present existing is Illegal ami 
such action is prohibited.

PLEADS FOR MORE MONEY 


An nual Report of President of Colum 
bia University. 


New York, Nov. l l . — President Fait 
ler of Columbia university m akes a 
plea for further endow m ents in his 
annual report to the trustees of the 
university just m a d e public. 
P resi­ 
dent Butler says th a t the amount of 
gifts received in money during the 
year amounted to $150,070 and on the 
subject of gifts adds: 
“ From the report of the treasurer 
it will be seen th a t for tile year en d ­ 
ing .lune 30, 1907, the deficiency in the 
cost of m aintaining the educational 
work of tile university reached the 
large sum of $58,109. 
This sum is ex­ 
clusive of the interest charge of $88,- 
049. 
Naturally this result is ground 
for grave concern. 
“ It is within the mark to say that 
an additional free income of $100,(HH) 
a year is an absolute necessity if the 
university is not to restrict its ed u ca­ 
tional opportunities.”

The 
nerve cells build up themselves while 
separated, as they have no messages 
from the boily to bear to the brain. 
As the sleeper regains consciousness 
the nerve fibers unite and once more 
begin their d u tie s .— St.
